Somo  little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  but,  as  I have 
stressed  before,  a very  groat  deal  remains  to  bo  done.  With  the 
prospeot  of  greatly  improved  water  supplies  being  available,  it  will 
bo  possible  to  do  more.

Soasc  of  those  villages  have  satisfactory  moans  of  sowago  disposal. 
All  are  so  grouped  as  to  make  them  very  suitable , in  my  opinion,  for 
inclusion  in  one  scheme  to  deal  with  them  all  and  I v/ould  commend  this 
for  consideration. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,,  the  position  in  eighteen  other 
villages  listed  in  detail  in  my  Report  for  1953,  is  equally  bad  and  calls 
for  modernisation. 


WATER  SUPPLIES, 


This  year  was  marked  by  an  abnormally  high  rainfall  which  resulted 
in  the  normal  duration  of  water  shortages  being  curtailed.  Villages 
such  as  Chelmorton,  Taddington  and  Sheldon  suffered  the  usual  curtailments 
of  supplies. 

The  laying  of  the  now  mains  under  the  Area  Water  Scheme  started 
during  Llarch  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  several  miles  had  been  put  into 
service  enabling  several  farms  to  get  a piped  supply  for  the  first  time. 

All  persons  not  connected  to  the  mains  but  in  a position  to  take 
advantage  of  it  were  circularised  and  many  properties  have  now  boon 
connected.  The  v/hole  of  the  village  of  Wardlow  was  connected  in  a week 
and  this  enabled  the  Council  to  eliminate  the  stand  taps  there. 

The  nev/  Pumping  Station  at  Proggatt  v/as  put  into  commission  and 
maintained  Stoke  Flat  Reservoir  full,  but  duo  to  restrictions  in  the 
mains  to  the  villages  of  Ashford  e.nd  Longstone  those  places  suffered 
shortages  at  times.  Replacement  of  old  mains  in  Curbar,  Abney  and 
Over  Lane,  Baslov;  improved  supplies  there. 

The  new  mains  laid  in  Upper  Radley  wore  put  into  service  in  August 
and  every  property  was  connected  shortly  afteinwards. 
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It  is  again  satisfactory  to  record  an  increase  in  the  nunbor 
of  houses  built  by  the  Council  - 86  as  against  50  in  1953,
